Immense deposits of moa bones have

bceu found iu localities to which they
appear to have beeii washed from the
lr.)l< in tertiary tinn-s. Skeletons on
the surface of tin- grouud. with nkln
and llgnmetitK still attached, have slv-
en thu Impression that these birds havo
been exterminated in verj recent yenrs,
hut. other facts point to it different con-
elusion.
